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School To Honor 
Frank W. Jackson 


Ceremony Slated Sunday

Frank W Jackson will be 
immortalized in a special 
ceremony 
Sunday 
when 
Jackson Elementary School 
is officially dedicated. The 
event will take place at 2:30 
p m at the site of the new 
school on Jackson St. in west 
Plano. 
Jackson was a tall man 
from W arren. Ky., who 
came to Texas at age 27 to 
raise a family and live out 
his life in a memorable 
fashion Long after his death 
in 
1927, his civic con­ 
tributions are now tieing 
recognized by the City of 
Plano, although he was a 
life-long resident of Renner 
At the outbreak of the Civil 
War, 
Jackson’s 
older 
brother joined the Southern 
troops. They had been or­ 
phaned when Jackson was 
only seven years old and his 
brother had reared him 
Although he was not old 
enough to be accepted, he 
ran away from home to join 
his brother, and rather than 
send him back, the officers 
allowed him to stay and 
serve as a water boy. 
Youngest of Ten 
Jackson, who was born 
July 21, 
1846, was the 
youngest of ten children and 
was a descendent of the 
Jackson and Adams families 


w h o came to Kentucky in the 
days of Daniel Boone. He 
was 
sent 
to a 
common 
school, 
then 
to 
Bethel 
College at Russellville and to 
Cecil College at Hardeman 
He also attended Bryant and 
S tra tto n ’s 
C om m ercial 
college. 
In 1870 he worked awhile 
for Wells Fargo and Co. and 
the Pacific Railroad 
Then, in his late twenties, 
Jackson joined hundreds of 
other pioneers heading west. 


He settled in Renner, where 
he hired out as a farmhand 
for two years, earning the 
sum of $12 a month 
He 
saved his money and bought 
an 85-acre tract of land on 
credit, started farming and 
became successful at his 
endeavors He \ as to add to 
that tract until he became 
one of the most powerful 
landowners in Dallas and 
Collin Counties. 
Six Children Born 
He married Mary Francis 
Taylor of Dallas in 1879, and 
from 
that 
wedlock, six 
children were born-two boys 
and four girls, all now 
deceased. They included 
Mrs 
S B 
W yatt, whose 
husband was a Plano doctor, 
and 
according 
to 
his 
d a u g h t e r , 
D o r o t h y 
Stephenson 
of 
D allas, 
delivered most of Plano’s 
babies during that era. 
Mrs. G T 
Mitchell, the 
other daughter, was also 
married to a doctor and she, 
too, lived in Plano. Two 
other daughters- Mrs. L.S. 
McKamy and Mrs George 
McLendon-made their home 
in Dallas, while John, the 
eldest son. 
lived 
in 
Ft. 
Worth, and Taylor remained 
in Renner. 
Living descendents now 
number 67 and includes 13 
grandchildren, 
31 
great 
grandchildren and 23 great 
great grandchildren, all of 
whom live in the Dallas 
area, with the exception of 
four. 
Among 
those are 
the 
children of Dr Wyatt: Mrs. 
Stephenson, Mrs. Peggy 
Payne and Jackson Wyatt of 
Dallas. They are all Plano 


High School graduates and 
attended SMU. 
Education Advocate 
Frank Jackson was a 
stalw art 
advocate 
of 
education and made sure 
that all of his children 
received the best schooling 
possible, including college. 
In addition to honoring Mr 
Jackson for his interest in 
education, 
the committee 
who is responsible for the 
naming of Plano’s schools 
took into consideration the 
fact that Jackson school will 
be the closest Plano school to 
Renner, as future plans do 
not call for construction of 
one nearer. 
The 
first 
school 
established 
in 
Renner, 
(around 1888)) was built on 
land donated by Jackson and 
specified for that purpose. 
The wooden structure which 
sat empty for several years 
had been moved to Dallas 
City Park, where it is being 
restored by the Historical 
Society. 
Teachers in that first 
school, which was a small 
wooden building, but had two 
stories, were Mrs. T W. 
Bullock. Mrs. Amy Kirkham 
and Mrs. Sally Dickerson, 
who was the aunt of Plano's 
John 
Wells. 
Mrs. 
Ada 
Dickerson, now Mrs. R D. 
Craig of Rt. I Plano, was 
also a teacher in Renner 
during that early period 
The Second School 
The second Renner school 
was a brick structure which 
was also erected on land 
donated by Jackson. Here, 
Mrs. Cly Wells of Renner, 
who still resides there, was a 
teacher and is presently 


occupied with compiling a 
history of the City of Renner. 
When school was no longer 
held in Renner, the land on 
which it had been built was 
sold and the money tran­ 
sferred into the coffers of the 
Plano School system. 
Jackson was active in 
many others fields of en­ 
deavor and was the founder 
and 
president 
of 
the 
Guaranty Trust State Bank 
which sometime later would 
merge with the Hillcrest 
State Bank of Dallas. 
He was Renner’s second 
postmaster, was a charter 
member of the Texas Grain 
Assn. and was the first 
president of Texas Ginners 
Assn. He built the first gin, 
the first grain elevator and 
the first flour mill in the 
area. 
All of the Jackson girls 
were married in the First 
M ethodist Church, which 
still stands with it s par­ 
sonage, on land donated by 
the Jacksons The two-story 
white house which he built 
for his family is also still 
standing on Renner’s main 
street, and is owned by Mrs. 
Taylor Jackson, wife of 
Jackson’s second son. 
Daily Stops 
When the Cotton Belt 
R ailroad (St. Louis and 
S o u th w e s te rn ) 
c a m e 
through Renner, the city of 
Renner 
was 
officially 
established as a townsite in 
1888 
The 
right-of-way 
crossed Jackson land, land 
which was donated to the 
railroad by Jackson with 
only 
one 
stipulation-he 
wanted a station built with

Faulk Addresses Club 


Humorist Discusses Constitution

program called “ Fear On 
Trial.” 
The subject of the special 
was John Henry Faulk and 
the thenie was about his five- 
year 
fight 
against 
blacklisting, something that 
happened to him and hun­ 
dreds of other entertainment 
personalities during the 
1950’s 
Earlier in the day, the 
Richardson Women's Club- 
which has several 
Plano 
m em bers—en joyed 
the 
homespun humor of Faulk 
and some of his more serious 
thoughts, as he spoke at a 
luncheon at the Canyon 
(’reek Country Club. 
“ Who We Are. Who We 
Were and Where We Are 
Today,” was the subject of 
his lecture of almost an hour 
to a capacity crowd of some 
275 members and 
their 
guests. 
“ We’ve done poor honor to 
our constitution during the 
la-4 25 years,” Faulk con­ 
fessed, and said that the 
writing of the constitution 
handed us all 
a respon­ 
sibility,” and we are the 
keepers of that 
respon­ 
sibility.” 
Bill of Rights 
His serious moments were 
related to the bill of rights, 
primarily the first amend­ 
ment, 
which 
allows 
us 
freedom of religion, freedom 
of speech, freedom of the 
press and the 
right 
to 
assemble, among others. 
He related a story about a 
neighbor who-in reference 
to 
the 
so-called 
silent 
majority-said, “ What silent 
majority? We are not silent - 
itsonly that no one hears us - 
they don’t listen.” And Faulk 
emphasized that much is to 
be 
learned 
simply 
by 
listening. 
“ Hear Uie voice of your 
neighbor -they are the voice 
of America and are our 
genius, our multifactioned 
society and our treasure of 
ideas, and humor.”

Popular Radio Show 
In 1946 he entered radio 
with a popular show called 
Johnny’s Front Porch, and 
in 1955 headlined a million- 
dollar primetime radio talk 
show on CBS. 
It was during this period 
that the sequence of events 
told in “ Fear on Trial” and 
also in lawyer Louis Nizer’3 
book “ The Jury Returns’’ 
took place. 
The court 
battle which 
took more than five years 
ended in Faulk’s favor and 
he was awarded a record 
amount of cash ($3.5 million. 
which, incidentally, was 
never paid, but left the man

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He’s 25 This Week 
It’s Charlie’s Birthday

(U P I) — Good old Charlie 
Brown is 25 years old this 
week, 
and 
so 
is 
his 
ubiquitous beagle, Snoopy, 
stars of the 
“ Peanuts 
comic strip. 
Charles 
Schulz, 
their 
creator, 
celebrated 
the 
Tuesday anniversary quietly 
in his studio at No. I Snoopy 
Place 
in 
this 
drowsy 
gateway to the redwoods 
some 50 miles north of San 
Francisco. 
Seated at his desk with 
four strips in various stages 
of pen-and-ink completion, 
Schulz spoke of the small fry 
and the beagle as if they 
were flesh and blood. And so 
they are to more than 90 
million newspaper readers 
in the U.S. and another 200 
million round the world. 
A 
modest, 
un­ 
prepossessing man of 53, 
Schulz is tall, fit and im­ 
mediately likable. 
His iron gray hair and 
eyeglasses set off a face long 
accustomed to a gentle 
smile. His voice is muted 
and, well, somewhat like 
Charlie Brown’s might be. 
“ Peanuts” began life a 
quarter century ago in nine 
newspapers, distributed by 
United Features Syndicate. 
Schulz, 
a 
Minneapolis 
native 
who 
moved 
to 
California in 1958, dug out 
the first “ Peanuts” strip 
which 
included 
Charlie, 
Snoopy, Patty and Shermy. 
The 
latter 
two 
have 
disappeared. Charlie and 
Snoopy are recognizable but 
have changed in appearance 
over the years. 
Early on he added Lucy, 
Linus, Schroeder, and later 
Pigpen, Peppermint Patty, 
Charlie’s sister Sally and the 
feather-brained bird. Wood- 
stock. But no adults. 
“ Every cartoonist refines 
and changes his characters 
as he goes along,” Schulz 
said. “ It’s not deliberate. 
Just a kind of growth. 
“ I remember the San 
Francisco Chronicle and the 
Chicago 
Tribune 
were 
among the first nine papers. 
My first check was $90. My 
second was $500 and my 
third monthly check was 
$1,000, which was very good 
in those days.” 
Today “ Peanuts” appears 
in 1,655 newspapers in the 
United States and Canada — 
most 
widely 
syndicated 
comic strip in the world. It is 
seen 
in 
157 
foreign 
newspapers 
and 
14 
magazines in 60 countries, in 
20 different languages. 
“ Peanuts” has become a 
multimillion dollar industry 
through Creative Associates, 
a 
company 
which, 
aside 
from Schulz, employs four 
persons. 
There have been a dozen 
“ Charlie Brown” half-hour 
television specials, a movie 
and two special Ice Follies 
shows 
involving 
the 
“ Peanuts” gang. 


Hundreds of products 
watches, sleeping 
bags, 
greeting cards, dolls, radios, 
jewelry 
— 
featuring 
the 
characters are m anufac­ 
tured across the country. 
Schulz, however, is vague 
about the finances of his 
empire. He thinks in terms 
of the characters he has 
created. Indeed, one has the 
feeling Schulz himself just 
stepped out of the strip. 
“ I personally check and 
test all the products for 
quality,” he said. “ I refuse 
to just license out 
the 
merchandising. 
“ I am proud that people 
have taken the characters to 
heart. Snoopy has become an 
international hero but I 
deliberately 
don’t 
include 
him in every strip, although 
he’s easiest to think of ideas 
for. 
“ He is the most recognized 
character in the world. Much 
more so than Mickey Mouse. 
NASA 
even 
named 
the 
Apollo IO module after him. 
Snoopy’s been to the moon! 
Schulz 
works 
on 
“ Peanuts” five days a week 
in his modern, airy studio 
which includes offices for 
two secretarial assistants in 
air-conditioned luxury. 
He gets to his desk by IO 
o’clock 
every 
morning, 
usually working on five or 
six strips at one time. He 
never works at night or on 
weekends. 
“ I work on a whole batch 
at a time because it gives me 
pacing. It only takes about 
an hour for each strip, but it 
may take a year for an idea 
to develop,” he said. “ One 
idea may lead to a whole 
sequence of strips. 
“ The ideas come to me 
from ordinary experiences. I 
have five children but in all 
the years they’ve only in­ 
spired six strips. 
“ Charlie 
Brown 
once 
voiced my own attitude 


about my work and my life. 
He said, ‘I tried to live one 
day at a time and now I ’m 
down to half a day’.” 
Schulz chuckled. He said 
Charlie 
is 
his 
favorite 
character and admitted the 
round headed little loser 
possesses most of his own 
personality traits. 
“ The daily and Sunday 
strips aren’t difficult,” he 
said. “ The hard thing is 
broad themes — like the 
baseball idea, flying a kite, 
Linu s’ security blanket, 
Snoopy and the Red Baron. 
You can’t force those things. 
“ Sometimes when I 
sit 
down at my drawing board I 
just begin to sketch one or 
more of the characters and 
an idea will evolve. 
“ The characters are like 
me. They don’t care for 
crude language or rough 
people. When Charlie Brown 
says ‘Rats!’ that covers his 
attitude pretty well. 
And 
‘blockhead’ is all the name 
calling necessary.” 
Schulz credits the success 
of “ Peanuts” to knowing 
precisely how far to go with 
his 
characters 
and 
situations. Credulity is not 
taxed. Snoopy is not too 
much a dog, yet he doesn t 
speak to the others. We only 
read his thoughts. 
The unspoiled life of his 
little people reflect Schulz’s 
own lifestyle. True, he built 
the Redwood Empire Ice 
Arena 
where 
he 
plays 
hockey three times a week 
with an amateur team. And 
he’s built a tennis court next 
to his studio. 
But he and his second wife, 
Jeannie, 
a 
diminutive 
beauty whom he married 
two years ago, are content to 
live simply and away from 
public scrutiny. If Schulz has 
one dream, it would be to see 
good old Charlie Brown and 
Snoopy 
live 
to 
celebrate 
their 50th birthdays.

repeating, and recycling 
spent organic m aterials, 
otherwise 
known 
as 
“ composting” is certainly 
good news all the way, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Jam es 
R. 
Risinger, 
Collin 
County 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Agent. 
“ Autumn is a dandy time 
to get into the composting 
scene, so your landscape can 
benefit 
come 
spring,” 
Risinger commented. “ This 
time of year there are at 
least a thousand sources of 
material for the compost 
pile-trees, 
shrubs, 
old 
flowers and vegetables, and 
grass, to name but a few. 
Most any form of organic 
matter will rot quickly and 
efficiently, 
provided 
it 
receives proper care and 
attention,” he pointed out. 
“ Choose a location away 
from 
your 
home 
and 
preferably out of sight of 
your 
patio 
and 
adjacent 


outdoor living area,” the 
agent continued. “ Consider 
developing two compost 
piles-one for immediate use 
and one that is still working 
for future use. 
“ You’ll find it most con­ 
venient to provide brick, 
cement block, or treated 
wood side rails for con­ 
tainm ent,” 
he 
pointed 
out.“ Put alternate six-inch 
layers or organic matter 
(shredded, if possible) and 
soil, always topping the pile 
with the soil layer. Use a hoe 
or rake to cup the soil layer 
out 
to allow for 
water 
retention, and keep the pile 
moist at all times to hasten 
b a c te ria l 
b reakdow n,’’ 
Risinger cautioned. 
Application of 10-10-5 or 
other similar fertilizer will 
provide nutrition to the 
bacteria, hasten decay, and 
enrich the final product, the 
agent says. 
“ Turn the pile every four 
to eight 
weeks 
with 
a 


spading fork or roto-tiller for 
quickest breakdown, and 
properly 
managed, 
you 
should have loads of rotted 
and decayed organic matter 
by spring, just in time for 
your spring gardens.”
